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REMARKS

Claim 16 is amended. As a result, claims 1-28 are now pending in this application.

§772 Rejection of the Claims 

Claim 16 was rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicant regards as 
the invention. In particular, Claim 16 contains a typographical error 

Applicant has amended claim 16 as suggested by the Examiner. As amended, claim 16 
overcomes this rejection. Applicant respectfully requests the withdrawal of this rejection. 

Obviousness Type Double Patenting Rejection 
Claims 18-28 were provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting over claims 5-7 and 9-16 of copending Application No. 
10/043,581. 

Claims 1 1-28 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-21 of U.S. Patent No. 6,043,218. 

Claims 18-28 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-1 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,358,922. 
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Though his attorney, Applicant has submitted with this Response a Terminal Disclaimer 
relative to the foregoing patent application and patents. The Terminal Disclaimer overcomes 
these obviousness-type double patenting rejections. Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal 
of these rejections.
